Chicago Has Don* Her Duty Fully and 


Nobly, and Now Expects the 


Government to Stand 


by Her. 


CHICASO, July 33 —The dispatches 


frrm Washington announcing that the 
conference committee mig4it compro 
mise on a smaller amount caused many 
World's fair directors to shake their 
heads solemnly 


"It will never do to compromise," they 


said 
' In asking for $5,000,000 we put 


our figures low enough, and to take less 
would simply mean that the people 
of Chicago would have to raise the 
difference in addition to the 12,000,000 
or 13,000,000 they will have to secure 
after getting $5,000 000 from the gov 
eminent Friends of the fair in con- 
gress were urged yesterday to stand 
out for the full amount and to decline 
all overtures to compromise 


"The truth is that the directors must 


have the money 
Thoy cannot get 


along without it, unless they adopt ex 
treme measures 
It is too late to issue 


any more city bonds In aid of the fair, 
and it la also doubtful whether a prop- 
osition to bond the city to the extent 
of another 15,000,000 would not fall. 
The fueling is general that Chicago has 
already done as muoh both as a munic- 
ipality and through her citizen*, as 
could be expected of any city 
The 


directors aay that m raising (11 000,000 
for the fair they have performed a 
greater feat than was ever performed 
in connection with an international ex 
position, and thoy do not think their 
burden should be increased 
It would 


be an absolute Impossibility to raise tho 
additional $8,000 000, or more by popu- 
lar subscrlpllon 
Some of tho larger 


stockholders might double their hold 
Ings, but Treasurer Seeborger's clerks 
could not take In money fast enough in 
thU way to meet the enormous outlay 
that would be neoeasary between now 
and tho dedication ceremonies in Octo 
ber 
Th» buildings and grounds of the 


exposition are supposed to be finished

to an acre of World's Fair corn John 
Buckles was raising on his farm near

Borne ignorant or malicions _ 


started the report that the World's Fair 
is bankrupt; that it had drawn its last 
cent and used Its last postage stamp. 
And this false report has been published 
u hundreds and probably thousands ot 
newspapers. It is still spreading, and 
naturally is doing the fair harm. The 
tact is that the exposition has now 2,500 - 
OOOinoasU in bank and about a million 
dollars to its credit in cash, and has hod 
as much as 88,000,000 at one time. Dur- 
ing the lost six months the money has 
necessarily been expended rapidly for 
constructing the great exposition build- 
ings. About three-quarters of a million 
a month bos been paid out for tUs pur- 
pose. A like expenditure will be neces- 
sary for several months to come, and 
more money will be needed by October. 
The balk ot the receipts of the fair from 
admissions, etc., will not begin to come 
in, of coarse, until the fair opens. It is in 
order to tide the enterprise over until that 
time that the government has been asked 
to advance 85,000,000. The most conserv- 
ative estimate of the fair's receipts and 
expenditures places the former about 
•4,000,000 in excess ot the tatter. There 
need be not the slightest fear ot the fair 
being bankrupt, or even of its becoming 
"hard up" if the government gives the 
aid which bos been asked and which is 
confidently expected. Should enoh aid 
not be given, the public can rest assured 
that Chicago itself, though it has raieod 
almost 811,000,000 and onght not to lie 
expected to do more, will put its hand 
deeper into its pocket and will provide 
enough money to carry the fair through 
to the grand SUOOGBS which it is deter- 
mined it shall be and which it certainly 
will be. 


The fair is not bankrupt and will no 


be bankrupt. The only foundation for 
the injurious report referred to is the 
fact that the national commission, or 
supervising body, has expended all of the 
money the government appropriated for 
expenses for the current year. That 
body does not provide money for con- 
structing buildings, gathering exhibits, 
or otherwise putting the fair in complete 
condition for inspection by the public. 
This is done by the "World's Columbian 
Exposition," or local Chicago corpora- 
tion. The fair will be dedicated and 
opened on time, and all bills will be paid

When it was Bret in- 
troduced everything from steel dowu lo 
grapevines that had the property ot ilexi* 
bility was used in the construction ol 
skirts. The fashion was encouraged by 
tradesmen.

oeit, uot in itself, but what it led to

Hay parties, lawn tennis and 
modern amusement, where the limitation 
ot space was fixed by rnle, were an im- 
possibility, and until this fashion began 
Co decline rapid transit by electricity was 
an impossibility. 
But as hnopekirts 


diminished ia size electricity as n motive 
power came into use, and when the bus- 
tle drove out the lost hoopskirt the elec- 
tric ntreet railway began to take on life. 
The absence of the hoopskirt has opened 
the way for electric street oars in the 
smaller cities where street cars can be 
crowded ap to the paying point with 
passengers of both 8f xes, and the pay- 
ment of a nickel as fare does not mean 
any more room for t he menber of one sex 
than it does for another. Everybody 
hails with pleasure the disappearance of 
the hoopskirt and the ushering in ot a 
better day when a young woman behind 
a counter, or in nn HxlO business office as 
a typewriter or bookkeeper, is crowding 
man out of places, because she takes up 
no more room than he does, more effectu- 
ally and profitably than she did when 
she appeared to need more room than 
was at most times available. The wo- 
man that invented h opskirts died a few 
days ago at the age ot 72 years.
